There are several stages, ami cure 
at each Is the secret of the success at- 
tained. The stns-ts are llrst of all 
brought to a clean round grade. The 
dirt i* made fairly line, a spading bur 
row Is-lng used. This Implement \« ry 
much resembles a gang of cutters with 
ihvp notches cut from each cutting cir- 
cle. Ibis grading does away with 
chuckholes and makes the street as 
even as possible liefore the oil is 
placed. Sprinkling with water follows 
Ihe grading, tin several blocks sprin- 
kling was omitted to see what the ef- 
fect would lie. The l*-st blocks laid 
lire those where the sprinkling was 
done. 

The oil was lientod in Its ear to make 
it run easily and was then hauled to 
the streets in a sprinkling cart. The 
cart is driven slowly over the street 
and the oil runs u|h>ii the surface. 
Then comes a second treatment with 
the harrow and then a second coating i 
of oil. Harrowing for the third time 
mixes tiic oil well with the earth, but ! 
gives the street a very nasty appear- 
ance. 

Next conies the chief feuture of the 
process used by tlie contractors. They 
hav c rigiits to tin- use of a patented 
temping machine witli which the oil Is 
worker! Into the street. Tills uiaehlnc 
consists of n roller of wish! into widt h 
are set rows of Iron spikes each a f'*>t 
long by two inches thick and each lull- 
ing a Hat tenet! head. The roller rolls 
ntl tlie ends of theso spikes iillil mashes 
tlie -ill almost mit of sight Into tin* 
street. Tlie treatment with tills roller 
hardens ihi surface and permits the 
us-- of a heavy steam roller for the pur- 
pose of further parking mill leveling 
tlie si reet.

fense shall in- committed, mid when re- 
covered one half of the amount shall 
In- applied by th -in III Improving tlie 
highways and bridges lu such town.

THE GROWTH OF PIGS. 

This Should bs Studied Patiently 

and thorou|hly by Every Farmer. 

Il is now pretty generally under- 
stood that sheep and cattle make 
gains at the least cost near the hir'li 
period, and also that most rapidly, 
*ays the Farmer, of Si. I'aul, Mum 
This is owing to the greater activity 
of the secretions when animals aru 
yollllg. But this explanation does 
not no well apply to the case of swine 
After several years of e\js,r meutiug 
at the Minnesota ex|ierinu*.it station, 
it Iihs In-eii ascertained that p'gs do 
uot gam nearly so rapidly when they 
are young as when of more mature 
age When they are on the sow ii was 
difficult to make them gain a pound a 
day After weaning for two or thiee 
months they seldom made mom I hail 
one and one half pounds per d y, but 
after, say, live or six months they, 
gain, si well on two |siiinds per day. 
Thus it has lss-ii shown ill several in- 
stances that lietweeii the ages of two 
and eight months pigs have made the 
most rapid increase u: weight. Ihe 
experiments referred to were not made 
with a view to test this question, but 
them, i. -suits came out incidentally m 
a large uumls-r of tests As a result 
of the casual manlier iu which these 
ooucluaiona were reached, the relative 
cost of the gams cannot Is* given, but 
ll IS probable those made near the 
birth |s*rnsl were the least costly, ow 
mg tithe snail amount relatively of 
the foisl consumed This is a great 
question. It ought to Is* further iu 
instigated. Che ex|ierien,-e referred 
to calls up the thought that it may Is* 
|s msihle to market pi rli too young to 
bring the grower the greater profit, 
even when swine are sold as youug as 
six or seven mouths, the po pillar age 
at which to sell. These result* iu 
swine growing, so different from tkoae 
obtain, si in growing cattle aud sheep, 
are well worth the closest study
